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By a vote of the town passed Aug. 19, 1871, the controversy 
in regard to an abatement of the Hooksett Manufacturing Co. tax 
for 1870, was referred to a committee, consisting of John Y. 
Mugridge, on the part of the town, and Asa Fowler, on the part 
of the company, and if they failed to agree upon an adjustment 
they should have the priviledge to select the third man, and as 
they failed to agree, E. A. Hibbard was selected, and the follow- 
ing is the report of the referees : 


The undersigned, the referees named in the annexed agreement, 
having heard the parties and their evidence make the following 
report. We award that the assessed value of the property of 
said Hooksett Manufacturing Company on the first day of April, 
1870, should have been as follows:

And we award that if the amount of taxes for said year already 
paid by said corporation exceeds said sum of $1,622.16, then 
said corporation shall recover of said town, the sum of excess 
already paid and interest thereon from the time of payment. 
And we award that if said corporation has not paid said sum of 
$1,622.16, then said town shall recover of said corporation said 
sum of $1,622.16, and interest thereon from the first day of No- 
vember, 1870. First deducting all payments made by the cor- 
poration upon the taxes for said year 1870. ° 

The intent of this report is that said town shall be entitled to 
said-sum of $1,622.16 and interest from November 1, 1870, until 
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payment may have been made, and that the corporation shall be 
entitled to any excess of payments and interest from the time of 
payment. The said John Y. Mugridge was present at the hearing 
but declined to sign this report. We also award that said peti- 
tioners recover of said town cost of reference taxed at one hun- 
dred and forty-five dollars (which includes the commissioners 
fees) and cost of court to be taxed by the court.*

SCHOOL REPORT. 


Fellow Townsmen : Since last we were called upon to report con- 
dition of Schools, we unconsciously have been moving through 
space at the rapid rate of about sixty-nine thousand miles per 
hour, at the mean distance of ninety-three millions of miles from 
the fountain head of light. As we have been moving on a circular 
plane orbit, we are to-day at the same distance from the sun of 
our solar system that we were one year ago—no farther, no nearer. 
And how will this compare (you will ask) with the condition of our 
schools in reference to the fountain head of knowledge? We will 
try and give a true, faithful and impartial report. You desire no 
learned disquisition; nothing but simple facts. 

Your present committee found the schools in a very good con- 
dition with one slight exception: that exception was discipline. 
It took a little of our time at the beginning of the Spring term 
of some of our schools to teach the pupils that there was a limit 
to the disobedience of school-rules, beyond which it would not 
be safe to venture. ‘The result has been comparative quiet and 
good order in all of our schools during the year. 

Parents, allow us in kindness to suggest a few of the many ways 
wherein you can assist largely in the improvement of our schools. 
First, if the teacher does not suit you, don’t let the pupil know it. 
Second, if your child complains of the teacher for fancied defects 
or wrongs committed, kindly inquire of teacher or the proper 
officer in reference to the matter. Possibly you may be a better

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judge in the matter than the child. Third, if your Prudential 


Committees attend to their duties properly, do not allow any 


personal matter to cause you to try to destroy the usefulness of 
the school. Fourth, cultivate the kindest feelings toward all en- 
gaged in teaching our children, and much good will follow. 
Remember, always, how hard and difficult it is to manage and 
govern two or three children at our homes, and then you will be 
better able to appreciate the labors of our teachers, who have 
from twenty to fifty of these little darling rogues to attend to. 
There is not one inherently vicious pupil in town, but it would 
not take long to make them so, if they were allowed to deport 
themselves as we have known some to do in other towns. There 
have been one or two slight signs of insubordination; on investi- 
gation we found the parent (perhaps unconsciously) had uttered 
words in presence of the pupil that tended to lessen respect 
for the teacher; therefore, parents, be cautious what you say be- 
fore your child. 


It may be well here to state (for the benefit of those who have 
not given thought to the subject) that during school term there 
exists between teacher and parent a joint authority over the 
pupil: the teacher’s is as absolute (during school session) as is that 
of the parent. The parent possesses no more authority to dictate 
terms to the teacher during school hours, than the teacher has to 
do the same thing to the parent after school hours at the pupil’s 
home. Precisely where the dividing line for this joint authority is 
located is not fully settled ; our impression, however, is it should be 
half way between pupil’s home and school house; we should at least 
hold teacher responsible for deportment of ‘the scholar to this line. 
Of course the teacher as well as the parent is amenable to the law 
for the abuse of this authority. 


It gives us the highest satisfaction, on looking over the registers, 
to observe a very largely increased number of visits to the school- 
rooms of the town by parents. We hope the future may wit- 
ness a still larger increase. All of the school houses in town are 
in good condition, excepting a few slight repairs which the next 
Prudential Committee will of course attend to. All the Pruden- 
tial Committees the past year have faithfully attended to their 
several duties; they have been mindful of the comfort of our 
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children during the extremely cold winter we have just passed 
through. Very much praise is due them for their payless, and 
sometimes thankless, labor. In summing up the whole mat- 
ter, it gives us great satisfaction in being able to report a steady 
and positive advance in every school and every scholar, as much so 
as in any preceding year. It has been a source of shame to us 
for the last eight or ten years, whenever we had a Supt. of schools 
who did not own a team, to know he either had to walk or beg a 
ride; for if he hired conveyance the expense would have been 
greater than the amount he received from the town. , To obviate 
this, and give your future committee a reasonable compensation, 
we would propose his salary to be permanently fixed at one 
hundred dollars per year. This amount would give him (including 
his team) about two dollars per day. 


We would suggest to Districts Nos. 6 and 7 the propriety of 
either going to work and filling their school houses with children, 
or move their present houses together at some point between their 
present localities; the best interests of your children imperatively 
demand it. If you are averse to the former mode, the latter can 
easily and with little expense be effected. Your children are natur- 
ally smart and intellectual, but lack that incentive to emulation 
which is found principally in schools of largenumbers. Parents of 
these two districts, we know you possses the ability and persever- 
ance to accomplish the above suggestion; all that is needed is to 
resolve that it shall be done and the thing is half accomplished. 


In closing this part of the report, we feel that full justice would 
not be done to your children if we omit to report their deportment 
in reference to that prolific source of degradation, profanity. We 
have made it a particular point to mingle freely with your children 
before and after school, and at recess, when not under the immedi- 
ate eye of their teachers, at which time the pupil feels the least 
restraint, consequently will act with more freedom. It is with 
pleasure that we are able to report but one case of profanity ; 
possibly there may have been more cases ; if so they have not come 
to our knowledge. We believe your children are comparatively 
free from this vice, for which we heartily congratulate you and 
them. It has been a source of pleasure to us to see your children 
at play rough and tumble, sometimes getting hurt, but never swear- 
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ing and seldom getting angry. When we see young or old making 
no effort to control their rough, turbulent natures, we feel pretty 
sure they will have an uneasy, turbulent, up-hill grade of life; we 
have often reminded your children of this fact, and they appear 
to remember it. There is nothing more disagreeable and forbidding 
than a sour and morose person ; for this, if for no other reason, we 
are very solicitous that your children do not grow up one of that 
kind, 

The foregoing and following we respectfully submit for your 
careful consideration : 


DISTRICT NUMBER ONE. 


Spring term taught by Miss E. M. Pronk. The school under her 
care exhibited a steady and sure progress in the studies pursued. 
The scholars advanced in their studies quite as fast as we desired. 
Length of term 8 weeks; number of scholars, 19 ; average attend- 
ance, 17; deportment very good. 

Second and third terms taught by Miss C. F. Furber. The 
school maintained its fair and well-earned reputation under her 
care. Length of Fall term, 10 weeks; Winter, 8 weeks; num- 


ber of scholars, 18; average attendance, 15 1-2. 


DISTRICT NUMBER TWO. 


Spring term, tanght by Miss Flora Haines. She was a young 
teacher and gave unmistakable proofs of becoming a superior 
teacher. Her musical and writing attainments place her far above 
the generality of teachers. The foregoing, together with her enthu- 
siasm, could not well fiil of infusing into the scholars her own 
feelings, which was fully shown at the closing examination. Pro- 
gress in studies all that could be desired; length of term, 10 
weeks; number of scholars, 28: average attendance, 22 1-2; 
deportment very good. 

Second and third terms taught by Miss EH. M. Reynolds. 
The school under her care proved very successful. Your com 
mittee were somewhat surprised on witnessing the progress made 
by some of the duller scholars; there was a satisfactory advance 
in every scholar in school. Length of terms, 10 weeks each ; 
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number of scholars first term, 32; second, 27; average attend- 
ance, 24; deportment very good. 


DISTRICT NUMBER THREE. 


Spring and Fall terms taught by Miss E. F. Hanson. She sus- 
tained fully her well-earned reputation as a faithful, judicious and 
thorough teacher. A practiced teacher like Miss Hanson is not 
easily secured in districts where the school-house is located so far 
back, yet it matters but little to her where the school-house is 
located; if the parents will send their ch‘ldren to her for instruc- 
tion they will receive it, wherever she may be found. The school, 
at its close, never appeared better. Length of school, 20 weeks ; 
number of scholars, Spring term, 17; Fall term, 10; average at- 
tendance, 17; deportment very good. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FOUR. 


Primary School, Spring Term taught by Miss C. F. Furber. 
Her reputation as a faithful teacher had already been established, 
having taught the school a number of terms before. She loves 
children, and children love her. ‘The reciprocation of this beauti- 
ful trait in human nature, works wonders in the school-room, as 
was observed at the closing exercises: positive advance in all 
studies. Length of school, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 86; 
average attendance, 61; order very good. 

Second and third terms taught by Miss Jennie B. Abbott. 
Miss Abbott’s qualifications fit her to teach almost any grade of 
school, but her nature especially adapts her to teach the primary 
department. She possesses a rare faculty of drawing out and de- 
veloping the young mind to a degree seldom found in teachers at 
the present day. ‘The Prudential Committee (considering the disad- 
vantage under which he had to labor) was extremely fortunate in 
securing the services of two so faithful and competent teachers; 
we were satisfied at the close of this school that the parents could 
not reasonably ask more of their teacher. Length of second term 
12 weeks; third term, 10 weeks. Number of scholars second 
term, 50; third term, 47; average attendance, 37; deportment 
very good. 
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Grammar department, Spring term taught by Miss Augusta Doe. 
She came to the school with much experience at teaching, but 
outside influences somewhat worked against her in the school-room, 
but by heeding them not and confining her labor to the school, she 
managed to carry it through with fair success; there were (in 
some of the recitations) scholars who never gave a better exhibit 
of what they had learned than they did at the close of this term. 
All of the scholars of this department deserve and are entitled to 
our highest commendation for their gentlemanly and lady-like 
deportment during this trying term. Allow us, parents to say we 
felt proud of your children. Length of term, 10 weeks; number 
of scholars, 23; average attendance, 18; deportment good. 

Second and third terms taught by Miss Lana 8. George. We 
must allow Miss George a place among our best and most success- 
ful teachers ; she is judicious, careful, firm and positive in ‘her 
method of instructing. The school advanced in a sure and positive 
manner; each sc. olar was required to analyze every subject under 
discussion; such a course cannot fail in fixing the lessons in the 
mind more surely than a hasty recitation unaccompanied by com- 
ment. The school closed abruptly by sickness in the teacher’s 
family, but as we had visited the school quite often, are able to 
report it quite as well as though the closing exercises had been 
gone through with. We were highly satisfied -with the result. 
Length of second term, 12 weeks; third term, 10 weeks. Num- 
ber of scholars second term, 30; third term, 83; average attend- 
ance, 25; deportment very good. 


DISTRICT NUMBER FIVE. 


Spring and Winier terms taught by Miss Carrie A. Kimball. 
Miss Kimball’s intellectual development and training having been 
done in District No. 2, we were fully aware of her ability to 
teach in a literary point; we only lacked information in reference 
to her governing powers. .This information being best obtained in 
the school-room, we repaired thither as soon as she had organized 
her school, and were satisfied she had chosen her proper occupa- 
tion. Both terms under her care proved very satisfactory to us, 
and undoubtedly to pupil and parent as well. Experience in teach- 
ing will find her among our best teachers. Length of Spring 
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term, 7 weeks; Winter term, 13 weeks. Number of scholars, 
Spring term, 12; Winter, 18. Average attendance, 15. Discip- 
line very good. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SIX. 


Spring term taught by Miss Etta Prescott. The school under 
her care proved very satisfactory, the scholars were few and small, | 
nevertheless they learned well. Lenght of term, 8 weeks. Num- 
ber of scholars, 8.

Winter term taught by Miss A. J. Putnam. This was her 
second attempt at teaching, and ought not to have been under- 
taken by her so soon after closing her Fall term; being young and 
growing fast necessarily draws largely from the vital forces, render- 
ing the person weak; we foresaw and suggested this result to her, | 
but she persevered to the end with good success in advancing her 
scholars in their studies. Length of term, 10 weeks ; Number of 
scholars, 15. Average attendance, 13. Deportment medium. 


DISTRICT NUMBER SEVEN. 


Spring and Fall terms taught by Miss Alice J. Putnam. This 
was Miss Putnam’s first attempt at teaching. Having watched 
the developement and cultivation of her mental faculties from 
childhood up, we did not hesitate in granting her the requisite 
authority to teach; we felt assured she would give satisfaction to 
both pupil and parent as well as to ourselves. Her labors in the 
school-room fully sustained the high hopes entertained of her as a 
young teacher. She had (in slight measure) the fault common in 
about all young teachers,—a little too lenient in discipline. She 
will see the error and of course correct it, if it requires pretty 
severe chastisement to accomplish the object. There was a steady 
advance in all the studies. Length of Spring term, 10 weeks; 
Fall term, 6: weeks; No. of scholars each term, 16; average at- 
tendance, 10; deportment very good. |
